R. E. Underwood. Adams coun­ 
ty farm agent, has found coccidio­ 
sis, a disease among chickens, in 
three out of every four flocks visit- 
in Adams county. 
The disease is detected in chick­ 
ens between 3 and 12 weeks old, 
and the first symptoms are loss of 
color from beaks and shanks, urn! 
the chicks appear sleepy. 
Mr. Underwood recommends the 
fcdlowing treatm ent: 
“ Recommended 
treatm ent 
in­ 
cludes ta k :ng away all scratch and 
m ash feed and replacing the feed 
w ith the following m ixture: 40 
pounds 
of 
powdered 
milk, 
30 
pounds of yellow 
cornmeal, 
20 
pounds of reground rolled oats, and 
IO pounds of bran. 
Fresh water 
is kept before the birds at all 
times. 
During the treatm ent the 
brooder houses are cleaned at least 
once a day for the first four days 
and then every other day until the 
chickens are cured. 
The birds 
should recover under such tre a t­ 
m ent in about ten days, when they 
can be nut back on the regular ra ­ 
tion.”

PRETENDING 
I KNOW that one of the cardinal laws—I cannot say “virtues’’— 
of convention is to pretend. 
Some people actually pretend so much, and for Ro long, that 
they become used to it, and really believe that their pretension is 
actuality. 
To this human being, however, pretension seems the wicked­ 
est of all mental processes. 
lf it is a mental process. 
People pretend that they are happy when they are not, pre­ 
tend that they are successful when they have not the least appre­ 
ciation, or understanding, as to w’hat success m ust entail. 
Such 
people only jog-trot 
through life. 
I wonder why things are this 
way. 
How Insincere it is to pretend, how’ unfair, how cowardly. In 
New York city, at the present time, a great play is being enacted. 
Called “The Strange Interlude,” it somehow’ shatters this idea of 
pretending and places human action nakedly before every hc*arer. 
The child doesn’t pretend, because all its faculties are born 
in their natural state. 
It is only after years of contact with the* 
falseness of the world and its dishonest 
conventions, 
that 
the 
child, in manhood or womanhood, gets tired of the side-lines and 
joins the moving crowd. 
But there are those who have the courage 
to 
step out and 
lead. 
There are those who do not pretend, w’ho sincerely think, 
strive and live. 
This is the thing that gives to all life it# zest, 
and which keeps the world from turning around and going back. 
I was reading an interesting book on Carlyle today. Here was 
a brilliant mind which did iIs best to turn the forward thought of 
the world away from its natural march toward progress. 
The 
author claimed that Carlyle failed—and I am of the opinion that 
he did, for what he taught and what he thought were processes far 
ap art—each striving against the other. 
Hi# was a philosophy of 
pretense—and it left him poor and unloved at the end. 
We are what we sincerely think and believe—not always what 
we do,

During th is span of nearly half 
a century Mr. Jacobs has served 
continuously as m anager of the 
company’s office at Waynesboro— 
except for a 
brief but eventful 
tenure as tem porary m anager at 
Carlisle in 1890, on which occasion 
it fell to his lot to advise Leonard 
H. Kinnard, then a young man, but 
now president of the company, on 
the duties involved in th a t m an­ 
agerial post. 
Duping .all this time, too, he 
has lived in the same home in 
Waynesboro 
at 
64 
E ast 
Main 
street. 
Numerous 
opportunities 
for prom otion to posts 
of 
still 
more 
importance 
wore accorded 
him, but Mr. Jacobs’ insatiable a f­ 
fection for the grandeur of the 
Blue Ridge hills
